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MAN  THE  OFFSPRING  OF  GOD. 

In  the  scriptures  of  divine  truth,  we 
are  informeii,  tliat  God  is  a  spirit,  and 
that  he  made  oian  in  his  own  image  and 
likeness  ;  as  it  is  written,  “  in  the  image 
of  God,  created 'he  him;  male  and  fe 
male,  created  he  them.  And  God  bless¬ 
ed  them,  and  commanded  them  to  be 
fruitful,  and  multiply,  and  replenish  the 
earth.”  It  is  to  be  observed,  if  God  is  a! 
spirit,  and  ratde  man  in  his  own  likeness, 
he  also  was  a  spirit  ;  and  if  in  the  image 
of  God,  he,  of  course  possessed  a  princi¬ 
ple  of  moral  rectitude.  This  must  be 
admitted,  if  he  was  created  in  the  image 
and  likeness  o(  that  God,  who  is  an  inti- 
nitclv  holy  being.  W  e  are  also  informed 
that  God  formed  man  of  the  dust  of  the 
ground,  and  breathed  into  him  the  breath 
of  life,  and  man  became  a  living  soul} 
in  which  act  he  gave  him  a  fleshly  or 
material  hotly,  as  being  necessary  for 
tlic  propagation  of  his  race,  by  ordinary 
generation  ;  whereby  to  replenish  the 
earth  act  onling  to  the  command  which 
God  had  given  liim.  And  as  Adam,  who 
is  the  head  and  repiesentative  of  the 
whole  family  of  man,  in  this  state  of  or¬ 
ganisation,  [lartaking  ol  an  earthly,  or  ani¬ 
mal,  as  also  of  the  heavenly  nature,  begot 
a  son  in  hit  own  rikeness;he,(asalsu  all  his 
after  posterity)  possessed  nut  only  an  an 
imal  soul  and  body,  but  also  an  iuimortal 
spirit,  like  that  of  his  father  and  his  fa 
liter’s  God,  Thus  it  appears  that  the 
whole  mao,  in  his  present  statc,is  consti 
luted  of  a  soul  and  body,  and  also  an  im¬ 
mortal  spirit  which  although  it  is  the  ve 
rv  image  of  G  >d.  is  to  be  accounted  for 
by  natural  generation,  and  possessed  of 
wliich  is  eveiy  individual  of  our  rai  e, 
when  borr  into  the  world.  This  being 
aumitted  as  a  fact,  no  furtlier  argument 
is  necessa'y  to  show  that  the  doctrine  of 
the  total  moral  depravity  of  man  is  with¬ 
out  any  foundation  in  truth. 

It  is  supposed  bv  some  tliat  the  spirit 
of  man  cannot  retain  a  conscious  exist¬ 
ence  when  it  shall  be  separated  from  the 
body,  or  while  the  body  shall  lie  under 
the  power  of  natural  death.  To  this  Ire- 
ply  upon  the  principles  of  natural  philo- 
aophy  ;  For  illustration,  suppose  a  spring 
nr  fountain  of  water  which  appears  to  be 
a  perfectly  pure  liquid.  Tliis,  by  being 
analyzed  by  a  certain  chemical  process, 


by  which  it  may  be  decomposed, is  found 
to  possess  several  entirely  different  sub¬ 
stances  or  properties.  So  also  are  many 
other  substances;  even  the  atmospheric 
air  not  excepted  ;  and  both  that  gas 
which  may  be  ignited  by,  and  that  which 
will  extingui-yh  fire,  will  be  produced. — 
And  it  appears,  scripture  testimony,  ac¬ 
cording  to  St.  Paul,  (who  said  he  chose 
to  be  .tbsent  from  the  body,  that  he  might 
be  present  with  the  Lord,)  must  be  un¬ 
derstood  to  apply  against  the  suppositi 
tion  that  the  spirit  cannot  exist  without 
the  body.  The  testimony  of  king  Solo¬ 
mon.  whose  wisdom  is  much  extolled  in 
the  sacretl  writings,  goes  to  the  same  ef¬ 
fect.  When  treating  of  the  dissolution  of 
man,  he  says,  "‘then  shall  the  dust  re¬ 
turn  to  the  earth  as  it  was.  and  the  spir¬ 
it  shall  return  to  God  who  gave  it,” — — 
Eccl.  chap  xii.  It  is  believed  it  will 
be  admitted  by  all  reasonable  men,  that, 
if  the  spirit  of  man  is  immortal,  it  cannot 
be  sinful  ;  for  that  which  is  sinful  will 
most  certainly  be  no  more,  when  Christ 
I  shall  have  destroyed  the  works  of  the 
I  devil,  finished  transgression,  and  made 
Ian  end  of  sin.  But  saith  the  objector, 
“  Did  any  one  ever  see  such  a  spirit  as 
is  here,  represented  to  exist  in  man  ? — 
or  did  any  one  living  ever  become  ac¬ 
quainted  with  such  a  spirit  Answer  ; 
No, not  in  a  seperate  state  from  the  cor- 
iporeul  matter  with,  which  it  is  associated, 
in  the  constitutitm  of  man  in  his  present 
state  of  organization  ;  but  it  is  to  be  re- 
m.atked,  that  the  admission  of  these  neg 
atives  dues  by  no  means  amount  to  posi¬ 
tive  proof  that  such  a  spirit  dues  not  ex- 

I  It  may  well  be  observed  here,  that 
'our  grain,  and  also  many  other  vegeta¬ 
bles,  contain  what  is  calbd  spirit,  and 
that  when  by  a  certain  process  it  is  sepe- 
rated  from  the  grosser  substances  wiiich 
coiitainit  it  is  very  energetic  aud  power¬ 
ful  ;  even  much  more  S(»  than  the  whole 
mass  appeared  to  be  before  such  process 
orseperation  took  place. 

1  would  ask,  did  any  one,  previous  to 
the  separation,  ever  see  such  spirit  r  or 
in  any  manner  become  acquainted  with 
[its  nature  and  energies  ?  Answer,  no  : 
but  after  such  process,  its  properties  are 
very  familiar  to  our  senses. 

Nor  is  it  less  a  truth,  that  by  the  pro¬ 
cess  of  the  gospel,  under  the  ministra- 
ti«m  of  him  of  whom  it  is  written,  “he 
shall  sit  as  a  refiner  and  purifier  of  sil¬ 


ver,”  &c.  life  and  immortality  shall  be 
brought  to  light :  by  which  it  will  then 
appear  that  man  does  possess  an  immor¬ 
tal  spirit;  the  holy  and  powerful  energies 
of  which  will  then  be  made  most  conspi¬ 
cuously  to  appear  ;  and  that  to  the  glory 
of  God,  the  joy  of  angels,  and  the  ever¬ 
lasting  beatification  of  the  whole  family 
ot  man. 

But  as  the  intricacy  of  this  subject,  as 
also  its  importance,  entitles  it  to  a  still 
further  illustration;  and  as  the  scriptures 
are  so  abundant  in  support  of  the  positi¬ 
on  1  have  taken,  I  proceed  to  call  in  their 
aid.  They  declare,  that,  as  God  is  a 
^pirit,  he  requires  his  creature  man  to 
worship  him  IN  St. Paul  Raitli,Rom. 

viii.  16,  “  the  spirit  itself  beareth  wit¬ 
ness  with  our  spirit,  that  we  are  the 
children  of  God  by  which  tve  are  to 
understand,  the  spirit  of  man  is  capable 
of  receiving  instructions  from  God,  who 
is  also  a  spirit,  and  in  this  sense  it  is 
that  man  in  the  offspring  of  &0(I,ofwhonx 
It  IS  w  itten,  that  he  is  the  Father  of  our 
Spirits.  Meb.  xii.  10.  Again,  St.  Paul 
speaksof  the  “inward  man  (which  I 
consider  to  be  but  another  name  for  what 
he,  ris  above,  calls  our  spirit,)  and  says, 
“I  delight  in  the  law  of  God  after  the 
inward  man.”  Rom.  vii.  22.  By  which 
it  appears.  th«  spirit,  or  inward  man,  is 
never  disposed  to  transgress  against  the 
I  holy  law  of  God.  Again,  he  speaks  of  the 
law  of  the  mind,  Rom.  vii.  23.  But  I 
see  another  law  in  my  members,  warring 
against  the  law  of  my  mind,  and  bring¬ 
ing  me  into  captivity  unto  the  law  of  sin, 
which  is  my  members.”  Hence,  it  ap¬ 
pears  the  principle,  or  disposition  of  the 
mind,  is  at  war  with,  or  opposed  to  every 
sinful  passion  nr  propensity  of  the  flesh, 

!  and  therefore  is  approved  of  God,  altho’ 
in  a  state  of  captivity. 

It  seems  that  Saiht  Paul  consider¬ 
ed,  ( as  is  often  remarked,  and  that 
very  justly,)  that  the  mind  of  the  man 
is  the  111.111  ;  and  taking  this  position 
he  says,  in  the  case  of  liis  doing  that 
which  he  would  not,  It  is  no  mure  1 
jthat  )lo  it,  but  sin  that  dwellcth  in  me.” 
Rom.  vii.  20.  Again  he  says,  “thecrea- 
ture,”(.spirit, inward  or  iieavenly  man,  by 
all  of  which  we  are  to  understand  the 
same  thing,(“wa8  made  subject  to  vanity,’-’ 
(bondage  or  corruption,  which  was  by 
reason  of  its  being  associated  with  the 
earthly,fleshly,or  animal  nature,)  but‘‘Bot 
I  willingly,”  by  any  means  ;  for  saith  he. 
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“the  flesh  lusteth,(^or  warreth)  against  the  _ 
spirit,  and  the  spirit  against  the  flesh  ; 
and  these  are  contrary,  the  one  to  the 
other,”  &c.  by  which  we  are  to  under¬ 
stand,  that  the  spirit  of  man  is  active 
in  its  opposition  to  sin. 

Again  he  saith,  “if  you  live  after  the 
flesh,  you  shall  die  j  but  if  you,  (by  or) 
through  the  spirit,  mortify  (or  overcome) 
the  deeds  of  the  body,  you  shall  live.” — 
Again,' “  to  be  carnally  minded  is  death; 
hut  to  be  spiritually  minded  is  life  and 
peace.” — And  again,  he  saith,  ‘‘there  is 
no  condemnation  to  tliem  who  walk  not 
after  the  flesh, but  after  the  spirit.” 

It  is  to  be  observed,  as  the  carnal  mind 
is  enmity  against  God,  so  also  it  is  oppo 
sed  to  the  spirit  of  man,  which,  in  uni¬ 
form  agreements  with  the  holy  spirit  of 
God,  is  ever  opposed  to  sin.  I  consider 
there  is  quite  a  difference  between  the 
spirit  and  the  soul  of  man  ;  as  being 
two  distinct  things,  or  constituent  paits 
or  properties  belonging  to  man  in  his 
present  state.  The  soul  is  often  charged  j 
with  sinning,  and  is  threatened  with  pun¬ 
ishment  ;  but  not  so  with  the  spirit. — 
The  spirit  may  be  in  trouble,  and  so  was 
Christ,  and  suffered  much  in  consequence 
of  the  existence  of  sin  in  the  world  ;  but 
there  can  be  no  guilt,  where  there  is  no 
voluntary  consent  to  sin.  1  consider 
that  conscience  is  formed  and  governed 
by  education,  and  is  often  defiled,  and 
of  course  a  very  imperfect  guide.  ; 

But  the  soul,  or  animal  man,  although 
not  immortal,  shall  receive  the  reward  of 
virtue  or  of  vice,  according  as  the  case 
may  be .  But  this  can  have  no  effect, 
as  relates  to  the  final  inheritance  to 
which  the  spirit  is  entitled,  as  being  the 
offspring  of  God.  Wherever  the  law  of 
man  cognizes  a  legitimate  offspring,  it, 
at  the  same  time  and  in  the  same  person, 
recognizes  a  lawful  heir  ;  and  that  inde¬ 
pendent  of  any  services  performed,  or  a- 
ny  punishment  endured  while  in  a  state 
of  mirioiity.  .And  it  would  seem  as 
though  St.  Paul  meant  to  be  understood 
to  set  this  matter  forever  at  rest,  when 
he  said,  Rom.  viii.l7.  “  If  children, 
then  heirs  ;  heirs  of  God,  and  joint  heirs 
with  Christ ;  both  to  suffer  and  to  be  glo¬ 
rified  togctlier.  But  some  object,  and 
say,  “if  this  doctrine  is  true,  God  is  un¬ 
just,  for  some  men  are  so  wicked  they  ilo 
not  deserve  such  inheritance.”  But  this 
objection  will  be  soon  obviated,  when  it 
is  understood  in  what  such  inheritance 
consisteth  ;  which  is,  a  disposition  to  love 
God  ;  for  he  that  loveth  dvvelleth  in  God 
and  God  in  him;  and  love  is  the  fulfih- 
ling  of  the  law  ;  so  that  instead  of  its  be¬ 
ing  unjust,  that  the  sinner  should  pos¬ 
sess  such  love,  and  enjoy  such  inherit¬ 
ance, it  is  the  very  (lung  which  the  holy  law  ! 
injustice  of  God  requires-,  yea, this  law  or' 
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justice  requires  this  of  every  sinner;  and 
until  this  is  the  case,  and  every  individu¬ 
al  of  the  whole  family  of  man  does 
possess  such  love,  and  enjoy  such  inher¬ 
itance,  the  law  or  justice  of  God  cannot 
be  satisfied. 

None  will  say  that  any  one  shall  pos¬ 
sess  this  inheritance  because  he  has  done 
good  works  ;  but  very  many  will  say,  if 
any  one  fails  of  obtaining  it,  it  is  because 
he  has  not  done  these  good  works,  which 
is  one  amongst  tntiny  others  of  those  mys¬ 
teries  which  are  as  inconsistent  as  they 
are  false.  But  the  truth  is,  the  inherit¬ 
ance  is  by  promise,  or  gift,  which  will  be 
made  most  gloriously  to  appear,  when 
the  Son,  who  is  the  executor  of  the  Fa¬ 
ther’s  will,  sliall  open  the  sealed  book  to 
the  enraptured  universe,  in  which  the 
patrimony  of  every  individual  shall  be 
made  known;  and  our  joint- heirship  with 
Christ,  our  elder  brother,  shall  be  seen 
complete. 

But  to  conclude  this  subject,  I  observe, 

I  this  is  the  sum;  man  is  constitutionally 
composed  of  two  opposite  principles;  one 
of  which  is  holy  and  heavenly,  and  the 
other  is  earthly  and  vicious  ;  ami  as  in 
his  present  state  of  bondage  and  currup 
tion  ho  bears  the  image  of  the  earthly  or 
outward  man,  which  shall  decay;  so 
we  are  assured  that  we  shall  also  bear 
the  image  of  the  heavenly  And  in  ex¬ 
act  proportion  as  we  believe  the  truth, 
i  and  walk  in  the  light,  wc  recede  from 
the  image  of  the  earthly  and  rise  in  that 
of  the  heavenly. 

And  as  that  whicli  is  spiritual  is  not 
first,  but  that  which  is  natural,  (or  earth¬ 
ly,)  and  afterwards  that  which  is  spiiitu 
al  ;  and  as  we  have  borne  the  image  of 
the  earthly,  the  testimony  of  St.  Paul  is, 
that  we  shall  also  bear  the  image  of  the 
heavenly.  And  therefore  the  latter  must 
be  of  equal  extent  with  the  former;  in 
which  it  will  evidently  appear,  that  man, 
inspirit,  is  the iminortiil  offspring  ofGotl. 

It  is  objected  by  some,  that  “( he  origin¬ 
al  word  Pnetima,  vvliich  is  rendered  spi 
rit  in  our  language,  is  also  ^imetimes  ren 
dered, breath,  airorwind,  hy  which  there 
fore,  it  cannot  be  proved  that  the  spirit 
of  man  is  immortal.”  Very  true;  neither 
does  it  prove  (liat  the  spirit  of  man  is 
not  immortal,  any  more  than  if  proves 
that  the  spirit  of  f7o(/isnot  immortal; and 
if  God,  who  is  a  spirit,  is  immortal, which 
it  is  believed  none  will  deny,  and  if  man 
is  the  offspring  of  God,  which  no  one  who 
believes  the  scriptures  can  deny,  he  must 
possess  the  same  nature,  and  of  course, 
-is  immortal,  as  having  originated  in,  and 
proceeded  from,  the  only  self  existent 
and  original  source  of  immortality.  And 
I  am  persuaded  that  neither  death,  nor 
ilife,  nor  angels,  nor  principalities,  nor 
'  powers,  nor  things  present,  nor  things  to 


Come,  nor  height  nor  depth,  nor  any  oth¬ 
er  creature,  shall  be  able,  for  one  mo¬ 
ment,^  to  separate  him  therefrom,  the 
assei'tmns  of  any  man,  or  body  of  men, 
to  the  contrary,  notwithstanding.

SERIOUS  ADDRESS  TO  UNIVERSALISTS, 
Mr.  Editor. — The  circumstances  which 
influence  me  to  address  my  brethern  in 
the  faith  at  this  time,  I  hope,  will  be  ac¬ 
cepted  as  an  apology  for  the  liberty  I  take 
in  the  following  remarks.  Being  some¬ 
what  advanced  in  life,  and  having  been 
an  unwavering  believer  in  the  doctrine  of 
Universal  Salvation  for  rising  thirty  years, 
during  wliich  time  I  have  watched  the 
“signs  of  the  times  ’  with  much  interest, 
I  feel  it  my  duty  to  expr  ess  my  disappro¬ 
bation  of  the  course  which  my  brethern 
have  taken  in  the  village  of  which  I  am  a 
resident. 

There  have  been  in  this  village  for  about 
ten  or  twelve  years  past,  and  are  now  about 
twenty-five  or  thirty  heads  of  families  who 
profess  to  believe  in  the  final  reconcilia¬ 
tion  of  all  things  to  God.  About  half  of 
these  are  ‘‘  unequally  yoked  together.” — 
By  this  expression  I  mean  that  the  women 
are  unbelievers.  Of  course  there  remain 
but  twelve  or  fifteen  of  the  thirty  who 
enjoy  the  happiness  of  union  in  sentiment. 
There  are  in  this  village  two  orthodox  soci¬ 
eties  supplied  with  ministers  •*  after  their 
own  hearts,”  both  of  which  have  commo¬ 
dious  houses  of  worship.  A  large  projior- 
tion  ol  the  salaries  of  these  ministers  is 
drawn  from  the  pockets  of  those  who  pro¬ 
fess  (in  private)  to  be  Universalists.— 
For  it  is  a  fact  that  this  class  of  our  vil¬ 
lage  citizens  are  the  most  wealthy,  and  of 
[course  pay  the  greatest  ministerial  tax, 
[while  they  reject  in  lototiie  doctrine 
I  which  they  hear  disseminat'd.  Often 
I  have  I  heard  them  declare  that  “such 
[preaching  was  blasphemous;  it  was  false  ; 
iit  was  too  bad;  it  was  contrary  to  reason 
janrl  re\'cl,ition  ;  and  were  it  not  for  the 
j  noise  and that  would  be  made,  I 
I  would  never  pass  the  threshold  of  the 
j  meeting  house  again,”  and  such  like  cx- 
jpressioas.  I  have  often  conversed  with 
j  these  same  people  upon  the  impropriety 
I  and  wickedness  of  supporting  such  preach¬ 
ing,  and  attending  on  the  Sabbath  where 
such  unscriptural  doctrines  were  incul¬ 
cated,  but  my  endeavois  to  dissuade  them 
from  this  course,  have,  thus  far,  been  un¬ 
availing.  By  the  way,  Rlr.  Editor,  I  will 
inform  you,  tliat  I  never  have  paid,  since 
I  enjoyed  my  present  belief,  one  farthing 
myself  to  support  it,  nor  do  I  ever  attend 
where  it  is  preached  except  on  funeral 
occasions,  or  when  there  has  been  an  or¬ 
dination  or  an  association  in  town  of  that 
order.  But  often  do  I  ride  ten  or  twelve 
miles  on  Sabbath  morning  to  hear  a  doc- 
'  trine  which  rejoices  my  soul,  and  light- 


«ns  my  pathivay  to  the  tomb,  which  must 
soon  receive  my  mortal  Irame  j  and  1 
have  always  been  richly  compensated  fur 
my  trouble.  I  have  likewise  paid  yearly 
from  five  to  fifteen  dollars  for  the  support 
of  such  preaching.  With  respe*  t  to  my 
fiopularity^  although  I  do  not  wish  to  boast 
of  it,  I  know  not  tnat  I  am  considered  be¬ 
low  others  who  believe  as  I  do,  but  take 
a  different  course.  I  have  for  twenty 
years  held  some  town  oflice,an(i  six  years 
have  been  chosen  to  represent  the  town  in 
which  I  live.  1  have  held  a  justice's 
commission  for  more  than  ten  years,  and 
[  have  more  business  in  my  profession 
than  any  other  man  in  town.  I  believe 
likewise,  notwithstanding  my  wicked  sen-1 
tiraents,  that  I  am  resorted  to  as  often  for 
pecuniary  aid  as  others,  and  have  often; 
been  mid  by  t'le  poor  wh.»  have  called  on 
me  that  they  were  directed  to  me  by  those 
who  are  member^  of  the  congregationalist 
church.  I  do  not  write  these  things  by  , 
way  of  boasting,  for  in  relieving  the  wants 
of  the  poor  1  have  never  done  inoie  than 
my  duty,  and  I  have  always  been  amply 
compensated  for  giving  to  the  needy,  by 
the  satisfaction  derived  from  the  reflection 
that  I  have  assisted  one  of  my  heavenly 
Father’s  children.  Therefore  I  claim  no 
further  reward  ia  a  future  world.  I  have 
thought  proper  to  state  facts  j  as  1  am  not 
one  of  th.it  class  of  people  who  wish  to 
rise  in  the  est'raation  of  others,  by  decla¬ 
ring  themselves  <Ac  most  wiched  of  the  hu¬ 
man  family.  Now,  Mr.  Editor,  as  I  am 
advanced  in  years,  ami  do  not  expect  to 
live  long  in  this  world,  I  shall  receive  it 
kindly  if  you  vvdl  permit  me  to  offer, 
through  your  excellent  paper,  a  few  words 
of  advice  to  ray  bretheru  who  are  seeking 
for  popularity  by  sacrificing  their  own 
spiritual  happiness  in  the  present  world. 

Bretheru,  do  you  recollect  of  reading 
that  in  old  tiine.s.  there  way  one  “Nicod- 
emus,  a  ruler  of  the  Jews,  who  came  to 
Jesus  by  night,’*  to  enquire  of  him  respee- 
ting  his  doctrine.^  Do  you  recollect  too, 
that  this  same  Nicodemus  acknowledged, 
that  Jesus  ‘‘was  a  teacher  sent  from  God,” 
and  that  God  was  with  him  ?  Wiiy  did 
become  to  Jesus  by  night  Was  it  not 
because  he  was  fearful  of  losing  his  popu¬ 
larity  }  If  you  recollect  this,  I  w’ill  now 
call  up  your  recollection  to  a  circumstance 
which  transpired  but  a  shon  time  since. 
Do  you  not  recollect  that  tiiC  Rev.  Mr.  B. 

fireached  a  lecture  one  evening  in  our  vil- 
age,  and  that  there  were  several  Nicode- 
muses  present  who  made  a  similar  decla¬ 
ration  after  meeting,  that  the  ruler  of  the* 
Jews  made  toChrist  ?  Did  you  not,  du¬ 
ring  the  meeting,  take  seats  in  that  part  of 
the  house  where  there  were  no  candles 
burning,  that  you  might  not  be  recogni 
zedf  Did  you  not  say,  on  returning  hnme, 
that  you  believed  what  you  harl  heard 
was  God’s  truth  ?  Did  you  not  cheerful¬ 


ly  pay  into  my  hands  from  twcniy-five  to 
fifty  cents  each  to  remunerate  Mr.  B.  for 
his  services  ?  Did  not  you  then  declare 
that  you  “  never  paid  money  so  freely  for 
preaching,”  and  that  you  did  not  in  the 
least  begrudge  what  you  paid,  and  were 
you  not  willing  to  pay  more  ?  Did  not 
you  express  a  ‘‘wish  that  a  respectaole  so¬ 
ciety  might  be  formed,  and  an  elegant 
church  erected  ?”  Did  I  not  tell  you  it 
might  be  effected  if  you  would  unite  with 
me  in  the  undertaking?  Did  you  not  say 
in  reply  that‘*ihe  doctrine  was  unpopular, 
and  that  the  whole  orthodox  host  would 
be  about  our  ears  That  “some  of  our 
wives  would  quarrel  like  cats,  and  would 
never  attend  such  a  meeting;” — that  you 
“would  be  laughed  and  sneered  at  by  the 
most  popular  class  in  the  village,”  &c.&c. 
Do  you  recollect  these  tbings  brethern, 
or  have  you  forgotten  them  ?  It  being 
late  that  evening,  1  did  not  express  my 
mind  so  freely  to  you  as  1  wished.  I  there 
fore  conceive  it  my  duty  to  reprimand 
you  in  this  public  manner,  and  ofier  you  a 
few  words  of  advice, not  doubting  that  you 
will  all  know  when  you  read  this  address, 
that  you  are  yourselves  the  individuals 
who  are  addressed.  And  1  take  this  me¬ 
thod  under  the  impression  that  others  who 
may  be  “under  bondage  through  fear”  of 
lasing  their  popularity.may  profit  thereby. 

Tell  me  sirs,  if  your  consciences  do 
not  rise  up  against  you,  and  condemn  you 
for  support  ing  a  doctrine  which  you  be¬ 
lieve  is  false,  and  for  being  ashamed  of 
that  which  you  believe  is  true  ?  How  can 
you  rest  easy,  and  pursue  the  course 
which  you  secretly  detest  ?  But  that  the 
inconsistency  of  your  Conduct  may  be 
‘set  in  ord<  r  before  your  eyes.’  I  shall  call 
your  attention  to  another  subject ;  and 
that  the  remarks  which  1  am  auout  to 
make  in  relation  thereto  may  produc  e  pro¬ 
fitable  reflection,  and  effect  a  glorious 
change  in  your  conduct,  I  beseech  of  you 
not  to  grieve  away  the  conviction  which 
they  may  make  upon  your  minds  when 
you  read  them. 

li  .ve  ynii  iKii  frequently  told  me  that  you 
de>pised  the  means  resorted  to  by  the  orthodox 
to  build  up,  what  you  have  been  pleased 
to  call  (and  I  think  justly, }‘  a  damnable  heresy.’’ 
That  the  missionary  scheme  was  a  cunoingU 
devised  plan  to  feed  the  coffers  of  the  clergy 
who  are  striving  for  power  ?  Now  did  you 
ot,  about  two  months  since  at  an  evening  lec¬ 
ture,  put  money  intothe  missoinary  box?  tiave 
you  not  told  me  that  the  chief  object  of  Sunday 
schools  is  to  teach  children  Calvinism,  and  that 
his  principles  being  imbibed  in  early  life,woiiId 
aflect  tlieir  future  acts  in  the  halls  of  legislation!

I  will 
s.iy,  shame  on  the  mun  who  will  sacrifice  duty  foi 
the  sake  of  popularity  Hhame  on  the  man  that 
will  be  ashamed  of  the  gospel  of  thrist  -uho  is 
afraid  to  own  him  who  "endured  the  cross  and 
despised  the  shame*''  for  such  unworthy  creatures 
us  you  are.  Will  you  say  t  *  your  consciences, 
•s  you  have  to  me,  that  you  occasionally  put 
money  into  the  missionary  box  to  gain  the  good 
will  of  the  minister  and  the  chnrcn,  and  that  it 
IS  better  to  have  the  good  will  of  a  dog  than 
the  ill  will  ?  I  will  say,  •  Woe  to  such  ms  love 

the  praise  of  men  more,  than  the  praise  of  God _ 

Give  your  money  if  you  hare  any  to  spare  to  the 
poor  in  your  own  neighborhood  m  ‘•secret;  and  he 
that  seeth  in  secret  shall  reward  you  openly.*'  Will 
you  say,  by  puiting  money  in  the  n/issionary 
nox  you  gain  orthodox  customers  ?  1  will  say, 
such  “love  of  money  is  the  root  of  all  evil"  which 
Its  tt  did  Judas,  will  ‘pierce'  you“lhrough  with  ma. 
ny  sorrows."  Will  you  say  that  you  send  your 
children  to  the  Sunday  school,  because  you  do 
not  wish  to  be  charged  with  neglecting  the 
nistio<  lion  of  your  chil  Ir-o  ?  I  will  say.  Learn 
your  children  the  scriptures  upon  the  Sabbath  at 
home,  or  employ  one  who  wilt  teach  them  the  true  cha  ■ 
racier  of  God,  and  their  consequent  duty  to  him  at 
school,  instead  of  sending  them  where  they  will  leorn 
to  hate  their  Creator,  or  be  frightened  into  a  hypo~ 
critical  profession  of  love  to  him  by  the  imaginary 
tortures  of  a  burning  hell  in  (he  eternal  world.  If 
you  m.  an  to  pi  i  serve  the  liberties  purchased 
for  you  by  the  blood  of  your  forefathers,  in¬ 
spire  their  youthful  hearts  wi  li  exalted  ideas 
of  the  impartial  and  uncliangiiig  goodness  of 
God — with  a  love  of  religious  freedom — with

We  believe  there  is  one  only- 
living  and  true  God,  infinite,  eternal  and 
unchangeable  in  his  being,  w-isdom.  pow¬ 
er,  holiness,  justice,  goodness,  and  truth, 
subsisting  in  a  mysterious  and  incompre 
hensible  manner  in  three  p«*rsons,  the  Fa 
ther.  Son,  and  Holy  Ghost,  the  same  in 
substance,and  in  all  divine  attributes  equal. 

Art  2.  We  believe  that  God  is  the  crea¬ 
tor  and  governor  of  the  universe,  that  he 
has  fore-ordained  whatsoever  comes  to 
pass,  and  that  in  his  providence  he  works 


evil,  and  that,  on  account  of  sin,  they  are 
justly  [exposed*]  to  all  the  miseries  of  this 
life,  to  death  itself,  and  to  the  PAINS  OF 
HELL  FOREVER 
Alt.  6.  We  believe  that  Jesus  Christ, 
our  Lord  and  Saviour,  who  being  God 
THE  Son — equal  with  the  Father  in  all 
the  perfections  of  the  God-head,  has  taken

the  greatest  possible  good  ; — by  saying  this,  we 
might  satisfy  some,  check  further  inquiry  in  oth¬ 
ers,  and  thus  put  the  subject  at  rest.  This  how¬ 
ever  we  pi  t  Slime  will  not  fully  satisfy  our  friend 
who  asks  an  explanation  of  this  subject. 

We  believe  his  question  is  susceptible  of  aj 
more  clear  and  satisfactory  answer  than  this, 
irom  the  scriptures.  St,  Paul  says,  “The  crea- 
t'lip”  (or  by  a  more  correct  translation,  the  cre¬ 
ation,  or  ike  world)  “was  made  subject  to  vanity , 
■ot  wdlmgly,  but  tbroiigli  him  who  subjected  it: 
II  hope,  that  the  creation  (the  world)  itself  will 
also  be  delivered  from  the  bondage  of  corruption 
into  the  glorious  freedom  of  the  children  of  God.” 
R  >m.  VIII ;  20,  21.  Again,  he  says,  “Yet  the 
f  ee  gift  likewise  is  not  so,  as  was  the  offence; 
for  if  through  the  ofieoce  of  one,  the  many  died ; 
much  more,  the  favor  of  God,  and  the  gift,  which 
IS  through  the  favor  of  one  man,  Jesus  Christ, 
lialh  anoundad  to  the  many. — As  through  tbe  of¬ 
fence  of  one.  Judgment  came  upon  all  men  to 
cimdemnation;  so  likewise  through  the  right- 
I  uusiiess  of  one,  the  free  gift  hath  come  upon  all 
men  to  jii-tifiiMtion  of  life.  For  as  through  this 
disobo  ieuee  of  one,  the  many  were  made  sin¬ 
ner*,  so  likewise  tiirougb  the  obedience  of  one, 
the  many  will  be  made  righteous.  Now  the  law 
eraertid  in,  pnvily,  so  that  offences  abounded. 
But  whe  c  sin  abounded,  the  favor  of  God  bath 
much  more  abounded ;  that,  as  sin  bath  reigned 
thruugti  deatli.  so  favor  likewise  might  reign  by 
justification  to  everlasting  life,  by  Jesus  Christ 
our  Lord.”  Rovi.x.  15,  18 — 21.  Improved  Ver- 
iion. 

Here  we  are  taught  tbat  a  greater  good  result¬ 
ed  than  would,  had  man  been  so  situated  and 


circumstanced  that  he  could  not  iiav>  gone  a- 
stray — that  the  wrath  o;  m.an  iball  be  overruled 
to  praise  God,  and  the  remainder  of  wratb  he 
will  restrain — lie  to  whom  much  is  forgiven, 
tbe  same  will  love  much.  Had  irian  never  gone 
astray  and  stood  in  need  of  a  Saviour,  he  never 
would  have  known  the  joys  of  salvation,  nor  felt 
the  gratitude  he  now  rejoices  in  exercising  to¬ 
wards  his  Saviour.  Had  not  Joseph’s  brethren 
been  needy  and  destitute,  and  almost  peiishing 
with  hunger,  they  never  would  have  received 
with  that  humility  and  gratitude,  tbe  bounties 
they  shared  from  the  munificent  hand  of  tbe  for- 
ijiving  Joseph.  Man  is  so  constituted  that,  in 
order  properly  to  appreciate  and  enjoy  any  bles¬ 
sing,  he  must  first  fed  the  need  of  that  ble'sieg; 
and  much  of  his  happiness  is  derived  from  con¬ 
trasting  the  present  enjoy  inents  and  blessings 
he  shares  with  bis  foimer  sufTerings  when  de¬ 
prived  of  these  blessings.  Had  be  never  been 
sick,  he  would  nut  know  how  to  prize  health  ; 
were  he  never  in  darkness,  he  would  not  proper¬ 
ly  appreciate  the  blessing  >  flight ;  were  he  nev¬ 
er  ignorant,  he  could  not  estimate  tbe  value  ot 
knowledge. 

IVe  here  subjoin  a  few  remarks  which  appear- 
eil  in  the  2d  number  of  vol.  II.  Evongelvui 
JVagazine,  in  answer  to  a  communication  sign, 
ed  “Mary,”  which  presenud  tbe  same  or  a  sim¬ 
ilar  difficulty  in  appearance. 

It  is  only  by  experiencing  both  good  and  e- 
vil,  that  we  learn  to  deprecate  the  one  ind  prop¬ 
erly  appreciate  die  oilier.  VVe  believe,  under 
the  wise  providence  of  Ged.'o//  things  will 
work  together  for  good.’  ‘  The  wratli  of  man 
shall  piaise  him,  and  the  remainder  of  wrath 
he  will  restrain.’  God  is  able  to  bring  tuture 
and  permanent  good  out  of  present  and  tempora¬ 
ry  evil,  or  that  which  appears  to  us  such  ;  and 
ttius  accomplish  the  greatest  possible  good  of 
the  whole  universe;  which  c<  nsisis  of  the  indi¬ 
vidual  happiness  of  all  its  component  parts.  It 
is  by  this  view  of  the  subject,  and  this  alone, 
that  we  ran  ‘justify  the  ways  of  God  tu  man;' 
and  exhibit  bis  rharacter  in  .such  a  light  as  to 
fascinate  the  affections  and  draw  the  adoration 
of  his  children  to  himself.  That  view  of  thu 
cause  and  consequence  of  evi*.  whicii  makes  a 
temporary  and  finite  evil,  accessary  t»  and  prcs 
ductiveof.  an  infinite  and  eternal  evil.  <t  which 
represents  the  indless  Jtlirily  and  pirmnnint 
gout/ of  one  part  of  the  creiiiion  as  depending 
on  the  endless  misery  and  permanent  ecil  of  i.ie 
other  part,  i.s  preposterous,  absurd,  uascri  u- 
ral,  lisliouarable  to  God,  and  horrible  to  mac. 
Whereas,  the  view  we  have  taken  of  the  subject 
makes  it  all  terminate,  not  only  for  the  y 
of  God,  hut  for  the  happinessof  all  his  intelli* 
gent  offspring.  Suppose  a  father  having  a  fam¬ 
ily  of  ten  children,  and  living  in  the  vicinity  of 
a  dismal  and  gloomy  forest,  iniesied  with  wild 
beasts,  ravenous  birds  of  prey ,  and  poisonous 
reptiles,  were  to  suffer  bis  children  to  go  into 
this  dismal  and  peril. us  place,  aboolutfiy  know¬ 
ing  that  eight  out  of  tbe  ten  would  be  either  torn 
to  pieces  and  devoured  by  tlie  beasts  of  prey,  or 
bitten  or  stung  to  death  by  the  poisonous  rep¬ 
tiles  or  serpeots,  and  th-at  only  two  of  them 
would  return  iii  safety,  would  not  tlusfathei,  in 
such  a  case,  allowing  he  had  power  to  prevent 
his  children  from  going  into  the  danger  spoUen 
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of,  be  absolutely  guilty  of  ilie  d«  a'b  of  bis  chil 
dren  ?  Most  certainly  he  would.  And  lh*«re 
would  be  no  way  of  exonerating  him  from  guilt, 
or  of  goring  him  a  just,  benevolent  and  parental 
character.  But  supposing  he  knew  that  his 
children  would  expose  themselves  to  many  tri¬ 
als,  hardships,  dangers  and  perplexities,  but  that 
they  would  finally  be  deliver^  from  them  all, 
restored  to  his  paternal  mansion,  and  would  sub¬ 
sequently,  when  delivered  from  all  their  troubles, 
participate  bis  bounty,  and  realise  and  enjoy 
their  happy  condition  with  a  double  relish  to 
what  they  would  have  done  had  they  never  been 
in  trouble ;  in  this  case,  the  father  would  not 
only  be  excusable,  but  commendable,  for  suf¬ 
fering  his  children  to  go  astray.  Because  his 
object  was  benevolent,  and  he  sought  the  ultim¬ 
ate  and  best  i;ood  of  bis  children. 

Our  correspondent  will  perceive  in  the  a- 
bove,  a  similitude  nearly  resembling  that  intro¬ 
duced  into  the  sermon  to  which  he  alludes,  and 
an  illustration  of  one  point  not  touched  upon  :n 
the  sermon,  viz :  the  conduct  of  the  father  in 
suffering  his  children  tigo  astray.  Viewing 
the  subject  in  this  light,  the  Divine  economy 
appears  beautiful  indeed,  and  worthy  of  our 
highest  admiration  and  gratitude.

Ill  the  last  number  of  the  Gospel  Advocate, 
we  find  the  following  notice  from  the  Publisher, 
in  relation  to  the  Editor  of  that  paper.  It  is  in 
relation  to  an  event  which  we  have,  for  some 
time,  been  prepared  for,  and  have  expected; 
however  unpleasant  it  may  be  to  our  feelings. — 
We  hope  and  fervently  pray  that,  so  far  from 
weakening  the  faith,  discouraging  the  hearts,  or 
relaxing  the  exertions  of  the  friends  of  revela¬ 
tion,  Christianity,  and  Universalism ;  it  will  serve 
as  a  beacon  to  all  to  be  on  their  guard  against 
such  fatal  delusion,  stimulate  them  to  watcliful- 
oess  over  themselves,  and  faithfulness  in  the 
■tischarge  of  all  their  relative  and  social  duties; 
that  the  world  may  know  that  the  rejection  and 
firm  opposition  to  h  golry,  intoleranee  and  fanat¬ 
icism,  on  the  one  hand,  dues  not  lend  to  the  op¬ 
posite  extreme  of  infidelity  and  hostility  to  all 
religioa,oD  tbe  other  band.  After  all.however,  we 
canno—charity  will  not  allow  us  to— look  upon 
the  course  taken  by  Mr.  Browuson  in  any  other 
light  than  that  of  its  being  the  result  of  mental 
alienation  :  Our  reasons  for  believing  so  will  be 
given  hereafier  if  necessary.

O.  A.  Brownson  as  editor.  Mr.  B.  has 
ceased  to  be  a  Universalist  preacher,  and 
commence*!  lecturing  in  favour  of  Miss 
Frances  Wright’s  notions  of  philosophy  & 
religion.  If  he  does  not  avow  Atheism,  he 
does  not  profess  to  be  a  Theist.  He  can¬ 
not,  therefore,  consistently  advocate  the 
tiuth  of  Christiany,  the  future  salvation  of 
all  or  any  of  the  human  family,  nor  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  a  God,  or  of  any  intelligent  pow¬ 
er  to  us  invisible.  Whether  his  present 
course  be  the  result  of  conviction  or  of 
mental  aberration,  vve  consider  it  widely 
inconsistent  with  the  plan  of  the  Gospel 
Advocate.  He  has  already  apprised  the 
public  that  Nature  does  not  teach  the  ex¬ 
istence  of  a  God.  The  reader  must  know, 
if  revelation  be  rejected,  what  this  dc- 
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i;laratioa  amounts  to,  and  we  therefore  omit 
repeating  terms,  which  might  be  consid¬ 
ered  harsh  or  unfriendly. 

The  publisher  of  the  Advocate  always 
has  believed  that  Nature  taught  the  exis¬ 
tence  of  a  God.  When  we  see  the  trees 
of  the  forest  prostrated  by  the  resistless 
hurricane,  we  see  power  without  any  vis¬ 
ible  marks  of  intelligence.  But  when  we 
see  the  timbers  nicely  prepared  and  fitted 
so  as  to  form  an  elegant  mansion,  we 
know  that  the  skillful  workman  has  been 
engaged,  and  that  his  intelligence,  not  less 
than  his  physical  power,  was  necessary  to  | 
adjust  the  different  parts  of  the  building. 
And  look  at  man !  He  did  not  form  him¬ 
self  ;  and  yet  his  bones,  muscles,  nerves, 
veins,  and  arteries,  are  all  nicely  calcula¬ 
ted  to  answer  particular  purposes.  The 
same  may  be  seen  in  the  great  variety  of 
animals.  We  further  observe  that  all  their 
members  are  calculated  for  their  peculiar 
condition — for  defence  or  flight,  and  also 
for  procuring  subsistence.* 

Besides,  the  common  sense  of  mankind 
in  general  has  ever  decided  that  there  is 
an  intelligent  power  manifested  in  the  or¬ 
der  of  Nature ;  and  we  can  see  no  use  in 
attempting  to  unsettle  this  fundamental 
principle.  It  is  true  that  this  intelligent 
power  is  not  cognizable  by  any  of  our  sen¬ 
ses,  and  hence  must  be  excluded  from 
Miss  Wright's  system  of  “knowledge.” — 
Nor  can  we  see  electricity,  magnetism  and 
many  other  things,  which  are  discovered 
only  by  their  effects  on  the  material  uni¬ 
verse,  and  yet  the  best  philosophers  have 
not  rejected  them  as  dreams  of  the  imagi¬ 
nation. 

We  regret  that  we  have  been  compelled 
to  take  a  course  that  may  be  unpleasant  to 
the  feelings  of  Mr.  B.  We  do  it  however 
without  any  unfriendly  motives  to  him  or 
any  disposition  to  engage  i  i  controversy 
with  any  person  whomsoever.

The  following  extract  from  asertnon  by  Rev. 
N.  Dodge,  is  very  beautiful,  and  forcibly  illus 
trales  the  necessity  and  value  of  a  knowledge  of 
the  truth.

He  was  ignorant  of  the  truth 
in  regard  to  that  aflair.  He  said,  it  is  my 
son’s  coat,  an  evil  beast  has  devoured  himj 
Joseph  is,  without  doubt,  torn  in  pieces. 
And  Jacob  rent  his  clothes,  and  put  sack¬ 
cloth  upon  his  loins,  and  mourned  for  his 
son  many  days.  He  seemed  to  sorrow  as 
those  that  have  no  hope.  Could  you  have 
seen  him,  seated  alone  beneath  the  weep¬ 
ing  w  illow,  a  favourite  solitary  shade,  giv¬ 
ing  vent  to  bis  sorrow,  and  indulgence  to 
I  his  tears — Could  you  have  heard  his  sol¬ 
iloquy,  saying,  ‘did  the  lion’s  paw  strike 
the  tender  lad  to  the  ground,  or  did  the 
hungry  jaw  of  the  merciless  tiger,  dislocate 
bis  youthful  limbs,  or  did  the  ferocious 
panther  deprive  me  of  my  darling,  dutiful, 
beloved  son,  Joseph?’  W  ould  you  not  have 
exclaimed,  O  cruel  ignorance  ?  Had  you 
been  present,  and  had  you  known  the  truth 
yourself,  would  you  not  have  relieved  him 
from  such  distracting  imaginations,  by  in¬ 
forming  him  that  Joseph  is  safe  in  the 
bands  of  the  angel  of  God.  who  protected 
him  from  all  harm  and  danger  ?  I  am  per¬ 
suaded  there  is  not  one  present,  who  would 
not  take  pleasure  in  witnessing  to  the  truth 


in  such  a  case.  It  would  give  you  joy  to 
see  how  hope,  founded  on  truth,  would 
brighten  the  countenance  of  such  a  mourn¬ 
er.  To  sooth  his  afflictions,  and  adminis¬ 
ter  peace  and  joy  to  his  throbbing  heart, 
would  be  your  delight.  When  Jacob  was 
informed  that  Joseph  was  yet  alive,  &  gov¬ 
ernor  over  all  the  land  of  Egypt,  his  heart 
fainted,  for  he  believed  them  not.  I  con¬ 
clude  he  thought  as  some  of  you  have, 
since  I  have  been  speaking.  ‘It  is  too  good 
news  to  be  true.’  But  he  was  convinced 
after  a  while,  and  so  will  all  of  you,  be¬ 
fore  long,  be  convinced  of  the  tnitli  w'hich 
some  of  you  now  believe  not.  And  when 
you  have  tried  both  sides  of  the  question, 
as  I  have,  you  will  not  need  an  answer  to 
your  question, — What  difference  between 
believing  truth,  or  believing  falsehood! 
You  might  as  well  ask  what  difference  ex¬ 
ists  between  joy  &  sorrow  !  Suppose  your¬ 
selves  seated -at  the  board  of  plenty,  with 
vour  friends ;  while  waiting  a  moment  for 
tne  sumptuous  fare  to  be  carved  and  laid 
on  your  plates,  your  minister  comes  in  and 
informs  you  that  one  has  a  brother,  ano¬ 
ther  a  son,  another  a  father,  another  a  hus¬ 
band,  toiling  under  the  burden  and  lash  of 
slavery,  among  the  unfeeling  pirates. — 
And  tells  the  news  in  such  a  solemn  man¬ 
ner,  that  you  believe  it ;  would  you  relish 
your  food  ?  would  you  sleep  easy  upon 
your  beds  of  down  under  an  impression 
that  some  of  your  best  friends  were  utter¬ 
ing  their  heart  rending  moans  and  thrill¬ 
ing  sighs,  while  chained  in  the  cold  dun¬ 
geon  ?  Should  any  spectator  witness  such 
a  scene  of  woe,  and  at  the  same  time  know 
that  the  story  contained  not  a  word  of  truth, 
I  should  think  it  his  duty  and  privilege, 
to  give  the  earliest  information  to  the  de¬ 
jected  friends.  But  what  were  Jacob’s 
troubles  about  Joseph  ?  and  what  are  all 
such  scenes  of  human  wretchedness,  com¬ 
pared  with  eternal  torments?  they  are  no 
more  than  the  weight  of  a  feather  t®  the 
ponderous  globe.” 

Public  Debates. — It  is  a  common  thing 
in  the  western  country  for  ministers  to 
hold  public  debates  on  disputed  points  of 
doctrine  ;  and  frequently  the  Speaker, 
at  the  close  of  his  sermon,  throws  down 
the  gauntlet,  and  challenges  the  whole 
world  to  contradict  what  he  has  said. — 
A  combat  of  this  kind  was  recently  main¬ 
tained  in  Louisville,  Ky.  between  a  Mr. 
Brown,  States’  Attorney  for  the  district 
in  which  Louisville  is  located,  and  the 
Rev*  J.  C.  Waldo,  (Universalist)  of 
Cincinnati,  Ohio.  Mr.  Lindsey,  a  Me¬ 
thodist  Elder,  agreed  to  meet  Mr.  Wal¬ 
do,  on  the  failure  oflawyer  Brown  ;  but 
when  he  came,  he  also  fell  back,  hien’s 
heart’s  fail  them  because  of  fear.  The 
Reverend  Elder  said  he  was  sick,  and 
we  imagine  there  can  be  no  great  doubt 
of  it. — Trumpet.

Stoppage  of  the  United  States'  Mail  on  Sunday. 
— \V«  have  learned  from  several  quarters,  that 
simultaneous  attempts  arc  making  in  various 
sections  of  the  country  to  get  up  petitions  and 
memorials  for  the  purpose  of  influencing  the 
next  Congress  to  pass  a  law  for  the  stopping  of 
the  United  States’  Mail  on  Sunday.  If  such  be 
the  fact,  tlyc  active  friends  of  civil  and  religious 
liberty  throughout  the  country  will  do  well  to 
awaken  from  the  lethargy  into  which  their  vie 
tory  of  last  year  may  have  thrown  them.  'I'tie 
purity  and  simplicity  of  our  holy  religion  have 
been  more  injured  by  the  attempts  of  designing 
men  to  turn  it  to  unworthy  uses,  than  all  the 
open  and  avowed  opposition  which  was  over 
lirought  against  it  in  any  age  of  the  world.  L<  t, 
hut  once,  the  precedent  be  established,  that 
Congress  may  legislate  at  the  call  of  the  reli< 
gious  prejudices  of  any  particular  sect  of  men, 
— let  but  this  be  well  established,  and  no  one 
can  predict  the  consequences  which  may  fol¬ 
low. 

This  question  is  too  important  to  be  viewed 
niroply,  in  relation  to  its  bearing  upon  the  trade 
and  commerce  of  the  country.  Although  th*'  { 
stoppage  of  the  mail  for  one  day  in  seven 
would  produce  incalculable  evils  to  every  inte¬ 
rest,  and  all  the  industrious  classes  of  the  coun¬ 
try,  yet  the  principles  that  would  be  enforced, 

.  from  the  passage  of  such  a  law,  would  tend 
more  to  shake  the  durability  of  our  government, 
to  aflfect  the  character  of  our  free  institutions 
and  to  impair  public  conSdence  in  the  strength 
of  civil  and  religious  liberty,  than  any  enactment 
which  was  ever  attempted  to  be  pass^^d  since 
the  establishment  of  ourgovernment.  True  re¬ 
ligion  seeks  not  the  passage  of  such  a  danger¬ 
ous  law.  True  religion  enters  the  closet — pours 
forth  ite  supplications  in  private — feeds  the 
poor — clothes  the  naked — inflames  not  the  prej¬ 
udices  of  sects — is  modest  and  unassuming  in 
its  demeanor — mixes  not  in  political  afiiiirs— is 


not  ambitious,  designing,  cunning,  and  Iona  ot 
accomplishing  vast  schemes  by  doubtful  meaiis. 

We  trust  that  the  attempt  may  be  met  on  the 
threshold,  and  put  to  rest  at  once  by  the  eflbrts 
of  the  true  friends  of  civil  and  religious  liberty.

He  has  just  enact- 
e<l  that  every  person  who  possessed  a  li¬ 
brary,  or  any  collection  of  books  ancient 
Ot  modern,  including  the  Greek,  Latin, 
or  Italian  Classics,  whether  lor  priyate 
use  or  the  |A.rpose  of  trade,  shall  without 
fail  or  delay,  submit  the  whole  uf  them 
to  a  board  of  censure,  composed  of  an 
equal  number  ot  ecclesiastics  and  lay 
members  named  by  the  Duke,  in  order 
to  obtain  their  permission  to  retain  and 
read,  lend,,  sell,  or  otherwise  make  use 
of  such  books  only,  as  that  board  shall 
think  fit  to  approve  ;  while  all  tliose 
which  may  be  deemed  dangerous,  are 


forthwith,  and  under  the  severest  penal¬ 
ties,  to  be  re  exported.  Wishing,  how¬ 
ever  to  be  just,  at  the  same  time  that  he 
is  strict,  the  Duke  has  also  ordained, 
that  for  all  such  works  which  the  proprie¬ 
tors  may.  by  a  decree  of  the  board  of  cen¬ 
sure,  be  deprived  of.  an  equal  number  of 
books  on  devotion  or  on  moral  subjects, 
and  of  sound  principles,  shall  be  given 
to  them  from  the  ample  storehouses  of 
such  commodity  belonging  to  the  govern¬ 
ment.  Poor  Italy,  hov»  art  thou  fallen  ! 
will  there  be  no  day  of  emancipation  for 
thy  children  ?

There  are  no  other  letters  or  charac¬ 
ters  to  be  found  on  the  slab  or  the  pile.- 
If  there  is  one  inscription  in  the  thousand 
languages  that  are,  or  have  been  on 
earth,  fitted  to  retain  its  sublime  mean¬ 
ing  through  evry  period  of  lime  up  to 
the  resurrection  morning,  it  is  this. — 
The  writer  seemed  aware  that  names 
would  be  forgotten,  and  titles  fade  from 
j  the  memory  of  the  world.  He  therefore 
engraved  the  name  by  which  he  first 
kne\/  her  who  gave  liim  birth,  on  the 
stime — and  the  deare.st  oflall  names,  that 
of  mother,  shall  send  a  thrill  tliiougli  the 
heart  of  every  one  who  may  ever  lean 
over  this  monumental  pile.  If  any 
shall  wish  to  know  further  of  her, 
who  had  a  child  to  engrave  her  most  en¬ 
dearing  name  upon  a  rock,  he  is  sublime¬ 
ly  referred  to  the  sounding  of  the  trum¬ 
pet,  and  the  raising  of  the  d*»ad,  when 
he  mav  know  .ill.
